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Treatment 


Plant Still 
Lagging 


Construction of the new treat- 
ment plant has_ progressed 
Slightly better than in past 
months, according to the latest 
report of Camp, Dresser and 
McKee, consulting engineers. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin reported this week that 
the latest report from the con- 
sultants indicated that the work 
was now about two-thirds com- 
plete with 86 per cent of the 
working days past. 

The contractors, Morris Con- 
struction Co, of Lowell, arecur- 
rently about two and one-half 
months behind their revised 
schedule given town authorities 
earlier this year and four and 
one-half months behind the ori- 
ginal schedule, 

The plant, which will treat 
water from the Merrimack river 
and place it in Haggetts pond for 
storage and an augmented town 
water supply, was scheduled for 
completion by the end of this 
year, according to the original 
contract. 

The over $1,000,000 project 
is being financed with town and 
federal funds. 

An inspection early this year 
found the project to be consi- 
derably behind schedule. 

With considerable discussion 
between the contractor, con- 
sultants and town officials, a re- 
vised work schedule was agreed 
upon, but in the spring, the con- 
tractor was found to be still 
lagging behind. 

The project was begun over a 
year ago. 

It is now anticipated that the 
project will be 75 per cent com- 
pleted by the end of the year and 
100 per cent by mid-May of 1973. 

The plant is expected to be 
operable by mid-April. 

Concern was expressed in 
August _about the completion 
date.

The futility of war, the utility

The Finance Committee, which 
has power over money articles at 
special town meeting, rejected 
Lowell Junction at the earlier 
meeting and refused to alter their 
stand for the upcoming meeting.

Ceiling Established 
For School Budget 


The school superintendent is 
setting budget priorities under 
a 6 percent budget increase 
ceiling that the school commit- 
tee has tentatively handed him, 

Dr. Kenneth R, Seifert claims 
that the ceiling, will effect a 
more dramatic flattening out of 
school budget increases than the 
school budget leveling of the past 
two or three years, but it does not 
mean an end to new programs, 

**Some present programs have 
got to change to meet needs of 
students, But the ceiling on the 
budget increase does mean that 
necessary alternative programs 
will have to come out of existing 
program budgets, by tradeoffs.” 
Tradeoffs means that when you 
add something here, you have to 
subtract something there. 

As an example, Seifert cited 
the IMS math program, Experi- 
ence of more than a year with 
the individualized math program 
has shown that the program as 
set up, meets the needs of most 
of the children well, but that some 
children need more specific ate 
tention and more highly 
structured programs to 
successful, Some other children 
are progressing very rapidly on 
their own and need absolutely 
minimal assistance from teach- 
ers, 

More structured teaching for 
some children means more 
teachers, Seifert said; operating 
under a budget ceiling means 
getting these ‘*more teachers’® 
from the existing staff, by shifting 
math teaching loads to put child- 
ren needing minimal assistance 
in larger groups and to free up 
teacher time for children needing 


more structured teaching situa= 
tions, 


New programs must also be= 
come a reality, in Seifert’s opin- 
ion, for the 35 percent of Andover 
High School students who do not 
go on to college or university, 
According to the superintendent, 
the Andover community has 
aimed most of its program 
energies at the college-bound 
student, neglecting the needs of 
over a third of the students, 

What kinds of programs would 
benefit the 35 percent not aiming 
for college? Seifert’s examples 
are discussions of lower level 
jobs in business organizations; 
seminars on organization itself; 
why ‘the organization’’ is neces 
sary in business and industry 
and how to move within it; why 
the profit motive is necessary 
to eventual product improvement, 
Such programs will have to find 
their labor and material funds 
almost entirely within the exist- 
ing budget, Seifert says. 

The budget priorities which 
Superintendent Seifert has al- 
ready handed to the school com- 
mittee exphasizes new equip- 
ment and materials and studies 
but has one new personnel re- 
quest, The priorities are: 

1. Data processing - $30,000, 
Seifert emphasized that this is 
not asking for computer learning 
for children, but asking updating 
of accounting, purchasing and 
budgeting systems, extending and 
improving of computerized 
scheduling and attendance sys= 
tems, The $30,000 would include 
the approximately $14,000 the

Patients can be admitted 
directly to the unit, at 32 Haver- 
hill Street, Lawrence, However, 
persons in need of immediate 
medical attention will be refere 
red to a hospitalemergency room 
for observation and treatment,

ple detoxification, simple first

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Learning The Teacher’s Role

Do teachers a!ways have to be 
adults? 

The pupils at South Elementary 
School have discovered that high 
school students can also be teach- 
ers. Well, not exactly teachers, 
but ‘‘teacher aides.’’ 

This program is in its second 
year and the organization has 
greatly improved since it started. 
Students sign up for the course 
when electing the rest of their 
subjects at the end of the school 
year. 

For one hour and a haif, ap- 
proximately 50 students help 
South School pupils in reading, 
math, science, and art, or any 
other subjects taught. 

How do the younger children 
react? 

They are perfectly thrilled with 
the idea! Many younger pupils re- 
late easier to the high school stu- 
dent than the teacher. 

Age also enters inthe reaction, 
Teacher aides, being closer to the 


pupil’s age, are able to identify 
better than an older person. One 
must remember that at the ele- 
mentary stage, the pupils tend 
to “‘look up’’ to the high school 
students, 

Therefore, this program is a 
natural - combining the respect 
and admiration and using themto 
their best advantage. 

The learning isn’t all one- 
sided, 

The people involved take their 
teaching seriously, yet they a!so 
enjoy it. Bright smilesand laugh- 
ter and just plain enthusiasmare 
characteristic of all the 
participants. 

Human experiences cannot be 
taught in books, and the high 
school students have learned 
more about human nature than 
they realize. 

A sense of learning, fun, and 
love of children are essential, 
but as demonstrated through this 
program, are not rare in high 
school students. 


Budget Format Decided 


The Andover School committee

Lane said he sensed a con- 
scientious and sincere effort on 
the part of FinCom Chairman 
Frank Byrne toward a real meete 
ing of the minds, to develop a 
clear, understandable, concise 
school budget - the kind of joint 
effort never possible in the past, 

Superintendent Seifert likewise , 
praised Byrne and said that past 


misunderstandings had been due 
to lack of just such an agreed- 
upon procedure, 

There is special need for co- 
operation and understanding and 
a clear understandable budget 
this year because of the one-time 
18-month budget, in this year of 
switching the townand its schools 
to the fiscal year that the state 
operates on, Up to now, the towns 
and their school systems have 
operated on a January-December 
fiscal year, while the state oper- 
ates on a July-June fiscal year, 
This year, all Massachusetts 
towns will adopt an 18-month 
budget to come out in tandem 
with the state by July 1, 1974, 

Committeeman Frank Hill 
noted that some items in the 
school’s 18-month budget will 
swell to two-year size, because 
of the necessity of early ordering 
dates for some materials; then 
these items shrink to less than 
normal the following 12-month 
year, Educational materials are 
a likely possibility, he said, Sei- 
fert agreed on the need to identify 
purchasing cycles,

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Shoplifting Problem 


Requires Vigilance

NORTH ANDOVER = Although 
most merchants in downtown 
North Andover deny that shop=- 
lifting is a serious problem, all 
agree that it does take place 
and all have taken precautions 
against it, 

**T try to limit shoplifting by 
being a nervous wreck,” said 
one store owner, ‘‘I try to watch 
everyone and I have put 
merchandise that can be taken 
easily in cases or under glass.” 
Larger stores have placed em- 
ployees at strategic points to 
keep a vigilance, 

Nationally, shoplifting has be= 
come a serious concern to mere 
chants, National news articles 
report that stores are using 
elaborate and expensive methods

don’t know what they are coming 
in for -- it’s the excitement of 
getting away with something,” 
said one store owner, 

There are more carefully 


planned thefts, Merchandise has 


been moved to a convenient edge, 
then later stolen, ‘‘I kept seeing 
this item misplaced in the dis- 
play and kept putting it back. 
When I shut up the store, it was 
gone, That guy must have been 
in here three times,’® Another 
store owner had a ‘change job’ 
done on him -- low quality goods 
substituted for high quality. 


**Anyone who comes into my 
store is a suspect,” ‘‘This is a 
different time and age, You can’t 
trust any one any more.” 


If shoplifting is not a serious 
problem in North Andover, it is 
because watchful merchants have 
arranged their stores and 
merchandise under its threat,

Norman Viehmann is a 
management consultant, and 
Lena’s AFS mother, Elaine Vieh- 
mann, is director of the Christ 
Church Norsery School. The 
Viehmanns are a family of hikers 
and mountain climbers, so Lena 
has already hiked to the summit 
of several of New Hampshire’s 
4,000 footers with her Andover 
family, since she arrived inearly 
August. 

Lena is a senior at Andover 
High, taking chemistry, journal- 
ism, calculus, Election ’72 and 
U.S, History. That may seem a 
stiff load, when a slight language 
barrier is added, but she does 
not find it so by now. At her 
gymnasium, back in Fagersta, 
Sweden, Lena has already been 
through a rigorous course that 
includes physics, biology, two 
foreign languages, psychology, 
philosophy and lots of mathema- 
tics.

-- its students are there not 
for recreation, asthe name would 
imply in America; they are a 
selected groupof students being 
prepared for university work. 
Only 30 percent of Sweden’s stu- 
dents attend a gymnasium 
and go to the university. There 
are three school alternatives for 
the Swedish ninth grader: the 
gymnasium, the Fack-School, 
which is less academic andgives 
a general education, andthe voca- 
tional school. In Andover, on 
the other hand, the high school 
performs the function of both 
the gymnasium and the Fack 
school, with approximately 65 
percent of the graduates going on 
to college. 

In Sweden, academic choices 


‘are made early, though they are 


not actually irrevocable. Lena 
says that there are some adults 
at her gymnasium, and transfer 
from a Tack school is possible 
if the student proves himself 


qualified. 
The moment the Swedish aca- 
demic student’ enters the 


gymnasium, more choices await 
him. Each student follows a 
certain line of study, according 
to his strengths and preferences; 
there is the language line, the 
technical line, the economic line, 
and the line that Lena chose, 
which she translates as ‘‘the 
nature-sciences line’? - to pre- 
pare her for pre-medical work 
at the university. 

Fagersta is smaller than An- 
dover, a town of about 17,000 
in Sweden’s picturesque lake 
country, with a steel mill, where 
Lena’s father is employed. One 
of the differences that Lena 
notices is that in Andover, people 
live in single houses, surrounded 
by lawns, while Swedes are more 


likely to live in rows of attached 


houses. 

Lena and her family donot live 
in Fagersta, but in a tiny village 
of Grakarret; there are as many 
letters in the village’s naime as 
there are houses in the village. 
Lena bicycles the seven miles 


to the gymnasium. No wonder 
mountain climbing is easy for 
her! 

Lena does not notice many 
differences in style of living 
among Andover young people, as 
Scandinavians and Americans 
seem to have remarkably similar 
social customs. She does note 
that in Sweden, students dressup 
more for dances than here. Beth 
Viehmann discloses, though, that 
Lena expected to see the older 
men of Andover wearing talt 
silk hats as they walked down 
the streets, and straw hats in 
summer. What pictures or 
movies would give her this pre- 
conception? Abraham Lincoln? 
Photographs from the 1890’s? 
Vintage American movies? Pos- 
sibly W. C. Fields! 

At any rate, Lena feels at 
home ai the high school now. 
“At first students seemed 
a little afraid of me but now I 
am just a regular persontothem, 
the same as anyone else.”’ 

The real difference between 
American andSwedish life comes 
out when Lena describes govern- 
ment services at home, in 
Sweden’s planned society. Taxes 
are very high, but in return, the 
Swede has few financial worries 
over healthcare, lost worktime in 
sickness, highrents or education. 

‘*Everyone pays only $1.50 to

see the doctor. If it is a pri- 
vate doctor, it still is only $4, 
Medicine costs about $3, but 
that is for all the medicine that 
the person needs.” Do people 
feel that the kind of medical 
care they receive under this 
system is adequate? ‘‘Thereare 
always complainers in any 
system, but in general they feel 
it is very adequate’? says Lena, 


who hopes to be a doctor hber- | 


self, ‘‘While a person is sick, 
his insurance pays the same 
salary he would receive if he were 
working.’’ 

When a woman becomes 
pregnant, the government pays 
her $200 for baby clothes and 
equipment, and after this she will 
receive $60 four times a year 
until the child is 16 years old. 
Families receive $20 a monthfor 
each child 16-19 years of age, 
for school. Does that pay for 
tuition? ‘‘No, there is no tui- 
tion at all for education. The 
money is so all students will 
have enough decent clothes to 
wear to go to school.’’ Adults 
are paid to take time out to go 
back to school to improve them- 
selves.”’ 

‘Large families receive a 
certain amount of money per child 
for housing, so that they can af- 
ford an apartment big enough for 
the family.”? Are large families 
the rule, then? ‘‘No, most couples 
do not choose to have very large 
families.”” Lena says that 
Swedish taxes are very high, to 
provide all this, and she cannot 
take seriously Andover 
residents’ complaints about taxes 
being high. 

The Viehmanns find that Lena 
Puerala has adjusted to the free 
enterprise system and life in a 
New England town with no ap- 
parent strain, She and Beth Vieh- 
mann are obviously close friends. 
Lena has a job cleaning house 
twice a week, to earn extra 
money, and is busy during the 
week with friends and activities 
ai the high school. 

Weekends can mean a high 
school dance, a trip to the moun- 
tains, or a family drive to 
Providence, R.I. where Doug

I am most appreciative of the 
committment of these people and 
I know the Recreation/Commu= 
nity Schoo] Department will benee 
fit as a result of their efforts, 
Isn’t this a perfect example of 
Community Schools at work? This 
project encompasses two High 
School Departments, three 
faculty members, members of 
two HighSchool Clubs and several 
interested non-school people, 
People with common interests 
drawn together by the objectives 
of the community school depart= 
ment,

Town Meeting 


As boring as the subject may be, townspeople are still 
faced with another decision on a town sanitary landfill 
site. 

That decision should come early Monday night when a 
unified body of municipal officials presents the case for 
the Cyr-Cronin-Brooks site on Woburn street for con- 
sideration. 

The speeial town mecting has been called for 7:30 p.m. 
"in the Fast Junior High auditorium. 

There will be three articles to be decided upon. The 
dump issue will be of prime importance. Another deei- 
sion will involve the installation of traffic lights at the 
intersection of Greenwood, Lovejoy Roads and Lowell 
street. A third item is tied in with the dump issue, allowing 
the Conservation Commission to acquire land abutting 
the proposed dump site. 

We have more than repeatedly noted the importance of 
a decision on the dump matter. The state has ordered the 
Chandler Road location closed and the town is faced with 
either choosing a new site on its own or having it forced 
upon them by an administrative order by the Common- 
wealth. 


The question then might come as to whether the state 
would force the town to accept a site rejected by the 
voters at a town meeting. 

While opposed to the placement of a dump in a resi- 
dential area, it is fervently hoped that a decision will be 
made Monday night by the voters, once and for all. 

The traffic problems must be resolved and the proxi- 
mity of the school considered. 


The Salary 


We note with some alarm the new salary schedule for 
the school administration. 

Under the proposal adopted a weck ago by the school 
committee, the superintendent of schools is to receive 
$29,000 and the assistant $22,000. 

We do not cast doubt on the abilities of the men in 
these positions, rather the salary schedule in a time of 
of economic belt-tightening. 

We are also cognizant of the modern educational 
methods and their sophistication, so called. 

But, we fear, that modern education, with all its spe- 
cialtics and specialists could still be brought to Andover at 
a more realistic figure. 

Andover’s school system in recent years has had a 
rather strange habit of building at the administrative level. 

Administrators beget administrators which lead to 
assistants, and so forth down the line. 

With the wealth of assistance now being afforded at 
the top through administrative realignment, one could 
imagine some relief being realized in the burdensome 
work load, and thus some economies. 

The administrative payroll of the school department 
currently places Andover in the distinctive position of 
being a leader, a distinction we can well do without. 

Aware as we are of this age of specialization, we feel 
that Andover can ill afford this luxury and that possibly 
a further examination of the administrative structure of 
the school department and accompanying payroll could 
be in order,

Trees weakened by the unusual 
weather this summer are now 
targets of borers and bark 
beetles. Those species that have 


‘two generations a year already 


are invading these trees. Others 
will burrow into trunks and limbs 
next spring. 

Dealers in death, choosing 
weakened trees, they deposit eggs 
in bark crevices or slits and the 
grubs that hatch, sometimes 
girdle and kill the trees with 
tortuous and interlacing galleries 
in the cambium or lifeline layer 
just beneath the bark. 

Oaxs are particularly suscep- 
tible to flat headed two-lined 
chestnut borers. Dogwood fall 
prey to dogwood borers. The 
bronze birch borers may build 
up from loss of moisture and 
in a season or two can kill a 
prized birch tree. There are 
borers which attack linden, 
mountain ash, locust, sugar 
maple and o<her deciduous trees, 

Bark beetles are just as 
nefarious. Pines are choice tar- 
gets of beetles. Elm bark beetles 
that prey on elms carry the dread 
Dutch elm disease. Borers and 
bark beetles work so unseen that 
tree owners are unaware oftheir 
deadly invasion until a tree begins 
to rapidly decline. By then it 
may be too late. 

Keeping a tree healthy, or 
restoring a weakened one to 
vigor, is the best method of 
fending off these insect attacks. 
Feed trees with a well balanced 
tree food. All trees can be fed 
right up until the ground freezes, 
Dead and dying wood shouid be 
pruned out and destroyed.

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN: 

Last week’s front page article 
on the substantial salary dif- 
ferentials recommended for four 
male department heads in the 
school system raises at least 
two important questions. These 
differentials, which are over and 
above step increases and the 
negotiated raise for all teachers 
and administrators, constitute a 
merit increase. 

First question: Why do none 
of the women department heads 
merit more than a token dif- 
ferential? Who spent many after- 
school hours all last yearaswell 
as several weeks last summer 
working on the same program 
which gave one of the four men 
an ample merit increase? Three 
women, the two junior high de- 
partment heads and a senior high 
teacher of unusual ability and 
dedication. This lack of equal 
recognition can be extremely 
discouraging for all womeninthe 
system, not only the very few 
presently in administration but 
any younger woman who might 
wish to serve as a department 
head in the future. Of some 
(35) administrative posts, only 
seven are now held by women, 
four of whom are department 
heads. 

Second question: Why is there 
no department head in foreign 
language worthy of a merit in- 
crease? High differentials were 
awarded in each of the other 
major academic fields (English, 
Maihematics, science, and social 
studies); yet there is no depart- 
ment whose members have 
worked harder to establish a 
sequential program geared tothe 
various learning patterns of its 
students than have foreign 
language teachers. Since this 
is the only academic subject 
which is purely elective in the 
junior high school, teachers must 
work very hard to make their 
programs strong and appealing. 
In this effort they are led by 
extremely capable department 
heads, each of whom knows three 
languazes: French, Latin, and 
Spanish, 

Perhaps the teachers should

The playwright 
must understand the why and the 
wherefore of man’s response it 
he is to create a credible and 
meaningful picture of hamanac- 
tion. Similarly, the actor cannot 
create a living character with- 
out a knowledge of the forces 
that cause man to react as he 
does. And above all, the director 
must be a student of human 
conduct, for he is responsible for 
interpreting the dramatic action 
of the playwright through his 
agent the living actor, for and 
before a reacting human 
audience, 

The form of the play matters 
little. Be it realism, fantasy, 
naturalism, expressionism, the 
core of drama is still the human 
being. Exaggeration or distortion 
of the natural human response 
found in plays of a non-real 
nature can be communicated to 
an audience only to the extent 
that the exaggerations and dis- 
tortions can be compared with 
logical, normal, real, antici- 
pated conduct.

~ would consider granting an ex- 


tension of life to the present site, 
if positive action were taken by 
the town in moving to anew loca- 
tion by Oct. 31. 

The present facility was or- 
dered cleaned up and closed by 
the end of this month through a 
citation issued last spring. 

The Woburn street location was 
one of two recommended by Met- 
calf and Eddy, consulting en- 
gineers who examined the town’s 
dump problems. 

Approved at the earlier session 
was the study of municipal col- 
lection of refuse, with bids for 
this service to be submitted to 
the annual town meeting in March 
for approval. Initiation of such 
service is expected to relieve 

somewhat the traffic problemsto 
and from the dump site. 

The selectmen and Finance 
Committee have agreed that the 
town can operate a dump site 
locally for $6 per ton, as com- 
pared to a minimum of $10 per 
ton for collection of residential 
refuse by a contractor to be 
hauled out of town. 

This was one of the confusing 
factors atthe Oct. 2 sessionwhich 
led to the ultimate defeat of the 
Woburn street site. 

Residents of the Cyr-Cronin- 
Brooks area have opposed its 
selection based on increased 
traffic and proximity to the South 
school. 

They have noted the amount of 
debris scattered onthe roadsides 
leading to the present dump site 
as an indication of what could 
happen at the new location. 

It is anticipated that most all 
arguments for and against will 
again be given voters Monday 
night. Municipal officials will 
go to the Monday night session 
pretty generally agreed on the 
need and costs for the dump, 
unlike the previous meeting. __ 

A companion article to the 
dump will involve authorizing the 
Conservation Commission to ac- 
quire wetland bordering the pro- 
posed new landfill. 

The item appeared at the 
earlier session but was with- 
drawn when the dump item failed. 


The conservation acquisition 
will lessen the total acquisition 
cost of the residential property.
